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DETAILED ACTION 
Request Continuation Examination 

1 . The request filed on 9/27/2006 for a Request Continuation Examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR 1 .53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/590,496 is acceptable and a 
RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The examiner acknowledges the applicant's submission of the amendment dated 
9/27/2006. At this point, claims 1 and 21 have been amended, claims 19-20 and 25-29 
have been cancelled. Claims 1-18 and 21-24 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Arguments 

3. The applicant's argument that Inagawa et al. in view of Hayasaka et al. are silent 
with respect to an asymmetric supercapacitor comprising an aqueous electrolyte 
solution selected from the group consisting of aqueous solutions of hydroxides of alkali 
metals, aqueous solutions of carbonates of alkali metals, and mixtures thereof. The 
examiner finds this argument persuasive. Therefore, the examiner made decision to 
allow this limitation over the prior art of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-18 and 21-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1 and 24, the prior art alone or in combination does not 
teach the limitation of an asymmetric supercapacitor comprising an aqueous electrolyte 
solution selected from the group consisting of aqueous solutions of hydroxides of alkali 
metals, aqueous solutions of carbonates of alkali metals, and mixtures thereof.
